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SUBJ: POSSIBLE MOVES ON ISRAELI UNGA SUSPENSION ISSUE AT OAU 
KAMPALA MEETINGS

1 . IN A MEETING WITH PONMIN MALECELA ON ANOTHER SUBJECT F ART TER 
THIS WEEK (PRIOR RECEIPT REFTEL) HE EXPRESSED INTEREST IN 
SECRETARY KISSINGER'S JULY 14 MILWAUKEE SPEECH ON THE U.N. 

2. MALECELA QUERIED ME ABOUT THE TIMING OP THE SPEECH AND THE 
RATIONALE BEHIND IT. I RESPONDED THAT WHILE I WAS NOT PRIVY TO THE 
SPECIFIC FACTS, THAT OUR VIEWS ON BLOC VOTING BY THE SO-CALLED 
NON-ALIGNED WERE WELL KNOWN. I POINTED OUT THAT THESE VIEWS HAD 
BEEN EXPRESSED BY AMBASSADOR SCALI AND PRESIDENT LORD EVEN BEPORE 
THE SECRETARY'S MILWAUKEE SPEECH. I SPECULATED THAT THE VIEWS EX- 
PRESSED BY THE SECRETARY WERE UNDOUBTEDLY BEING MADE IN ANTICIPATION 
OP UPCOMING U.N. SESSIONS. 
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3. MALECELA SAID HE THOUGHT THE SECRETARY'S SPEECH MAY HAVE BEEN 
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MADE TO COINCIDE WITH THE IIDDA ISLAMIC EOREIGN MINISTERS MEETING. 

I SAID I COULD NOT BE SURE OF AN IMMEDIATE CONNECTION BUT NOTED 
THE FOREIGNMINISTERS' RESOLUTION CALLING FOR EXPULSION OF ISRAEL 
AND SAID THIS MOST UNFORTUNATE DEVELOPMENT GENERALLY AND PARTI- 
CULARLY AT THIS TIME WHEN THERE WOULD APPEAR TO BE PROGRESS TOWARD 
AN AREA AGREEMENT. 

4. 1 THEN ASKED MALECELA HOW TANGOV WOULD REACT IF ARABS CALLED 
UPON TANZANIA TO SUPPORT AN EXPULSION MOVE. MALECELA BEGAN BY 
MAKING A CAREFUL DISTINCTION BETWEEN RECOGNITION OF ISRAEL AND 
BREAKING DIPLOMATIC RELATIONS. HE SAID TANGOV RECOGNIZES THE 
STATE OF ISRAEL (QTE WHILE DEPLORING ITS EXPANSIONISM UNQTE), BUT 
THAT TANZANIA BROKE DIPLOMATIC RELATIONS FOLLOWING THE 1973 WAR. 

HE SAID THAT AN AGREEMENT, EVEN AN INTERIM ONE, WOULD FORCE HIS 
GOVERNMENT TO QTE REVIEW THE SITUATION AGAIN IN FACE OF NEW FACTS. 
UNQTE. 

5. COMMENT: FOREIGN MINISTRY SAID THIS MORNING, SATURDAY, 19 
JULY, THAT A TANGOV DELEGATION WOULD BE GOING TO KAMPALA FOR 
THE MEETINGS. THE COMPOSITION OF THE DELEGATION HAS NOT YET BEEN 
ANNOUNCED AND IT HAS NOT LEFT DAR ES SALAAM. APPROPRIATE PORTIONS 
REFTEL MADE KNOWN TO FOREIGN MINISTRY TODAY.
